A few days ago several councilmen 
happened to meet in

• The street commissioner is han­ 
dled by council as though he 
had 
no duties to perform and an inspector 
receives $2.50 a day to do his work. 
It is not the fault of the commis­ 
sioner who is ignored by council. The 
city now has the street commissioner, 
engineer and inspector doing the same 
work.” 


the street commissioner and council 
cannot delegate the 
authority to a* 
inspector. 
All the other city officers 
are sworn and give bond, but he does 
neither. 
The law says council shall 
provide 
money for the payment of 
the street commissioner and his force, 
but they cannot take the control of 
the streets out of his hands, as they 
have done, and do it legally. The in­ 
spector seems to be second in au­ 
thority to the 
engineer and is so 
treated, hut he has no authority what­ 
ever. 
" Council paid him all winter 
to 
do practically nothing and he should 
have been laid off when he had fin­ 
ished the work for which he was en­ 
gaged. 
He is not treated as a cite 
official and the street car fare col­ 
lected by him would amount to several 
dollars. 
“There is not a question 
in 
my 
mind but that council, as individuals, 
could be 
compelled to refund every 
dollar to the city that has been paid 
the inspector since he finished 
the 
work for which he was engaged."

The foundation will be of the 
best quality of blue flagstone, while 
the exterior of the raaiD building will 
be of Pompeiian gray brick laid up in 
white mortar, with stone and 
terra 
cotta trimmings 
The building will 
be two stories with dome, dome sky­ 
lights with a bronze figure on 
the 
apex. 
On each corner will be small 
domes with bronze 
torch pedestals. 


Interior of Building. 
The main floor will be subdivided 
into two 
large reading rooms 33x43, 
with a corridor 32 feet wide with Ii 
brarian’s office in the center. 
The 
walls in the reading rooms will be of 
beveled plate and copper leaded dia­ 
mond cut glass and in the rear will be 
a large circling one story stack room 
capable of holding 
33.000 
volumes. 
The 
second story will be subdivided 
into one 
large reading room: direc­ 
tors’ room and rooms for special or 
scientific studies. 
The main corridor 
on the second floor will have an open 
court 
with white enameled 
railing 
around 
it and placed in such posi­

such that she can observe any point

through glass panels, doors and other 
devices. 
The corridors will be finished with 
Italian marble wainscoting, with gray 
marble base, while the floors will be 
Mosaic* with vitreous tile border. The 
residue of the 
building will have* 
floors of block tile. There will be two 
stairways leading to basement and to 
second story made of black iron. Tin* 
glass throughout the building will be 
plate. 
The floors will be constructed 
on steel eye beams with 
encaustic 
arches, the filling and cement making 
the building what is known as “non­ 
combustible." 
The principal doors leading to the 
corridor will he 
of rosewood, with 
carved moulding with beveled 
plate 
glass panels extending from top to 
bottom. 
The Basement. 
The basement will be a nine-foot 
story with tile and cement floors sub­ 
divided into fuel, storage and heater i 
room in the rear under stack room. J 
while under the main building will b e 1 
the ladies’ and gentlemen’s lavatory 
and Janitor's rooms, room for electric 
dynamo 
and rooms for ladies’ 
and 
gentlemen’s bicycles, each department 
being strictly separate and a sepa­ 
rate stairway leading to each apart­ 
ment with outside bicycle entrance to 
each apartment. 
The building will 
cover an area of 100x90 feet, and will 
be located on the lot in such a man­ 
ner that 
the 
entrance will be di­ 
rectly opposite the main entrance of 
the Fourth street school building. The 
cost of the building is not to exceed 
$45,000. 
The bids for the contract will Ie 
received as soon 
as 
possible and 
work commenced on the library. The 
architect will be placed under a bond 
of $10,000 to guarantee that the build­ 
ing does not cost more than the plans 
call for. 
Mr. Peach, who voted for the plans
